Accordimg to mew information, the Boviet air combat strength et the foregoing 


airfields was as follows: 


At the Alag airfield, three fighter compamies, with 36 Yek-9 plames. 
At Vecaés, one trameport wing,-with LI-2 planes. . 


At MatyasfoOld, three attack compamies, with Stormovik IL-2 plenes; three fighter 
companies with Yak+-9 planes. ae 


At Adyliget, three jet fighter companies, with MIG-15 planes.

‘There are two military airfields near Veszprem. Ome is a small emergency Tield

Yek-9 fighters, aed there are some planes regularly im the air. The Soviet flyers 
are quartered partly at the field and partly in barracks east of the railway.

12. ‘The Szeatkirdlyszebeggya Military Airfield has been in Soviet hands for a 
comsiderable time. The following planes are at this field: 
pix PO-2 planes; 58-62 two-engined fighter-bombers and some Yak-y fighters; 
some two-engined transport planes. Enlargement work is going om at this field. 
An entire hill is being leveled im order to lengthen the field. The work is being 
carried out at e point about 1,500 meters from the center of the field, om the 
east side. This airfield was built during the secomd World Wer. It lies 850 
meters north. of: Szentkiralyszebaggya, and 500 meters west of the Veszprém- 
Szeatkirdly-Szabaggya highway, Two roads are being built from it, one leading 
to Szentkirdlyszabaggya and the other to Veszprem. There is no concrete runway 
om the field. The ground is a furrowed, rolling meadow. The hamgars are 
located in the forest. There are three double hangars om the north side, emdin o 
northeasterly . direction, there ares a three-story, a two-story 
end several one-story barracks, and a headquarters building. This field was 
unoccupied for a considerable oe last: ‘Wwiater. Expansion work was reswned 
ne the #pETAE of 1952.
